FOUND SWINGING | 
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The body of a middle-aged man 
found at dawn yesterday dangling 
lifeless from a cross-arm of a 
telegraph pole at Nebo, a tank

The identification was accom- 
plished by Coroner J. B. Hanna 
by means of a bank book, the 
owner’s name on which had been 
scratched out. A coroner’s jury 
returned a verdict of suicide.

Taken to Hospital 

Ray was removed to the Ra- 
mona Hospital, San Bernardino, 
where today it was reported his 
injuries consisted of a broken fin- 
ger and painful bruises. So far 
no internal injuries have develop- 
ed, hospital authorities said. Un- 
less unforeseen developments make 
his condition more serious than 
at the present time Ray is ex- 
pected to be able to leave the 
hospital within the next few days. 

According to Ray he lost con- 
trol of the heavy truck when he 
attempted to shift the gears after 
coming off the switchbacks. He 
missed the gear and the truck, 
with the clutch in neutral gear; 
started its mad flight down the 
mountainside, gaining momentum 
with each turn of the wheels. The 
brakes failed to hold the heavy 
truck. 

Truck Strikes Bank 

Endeavoring to avoid crashing 
into the light touring car which 
was proceeding up the mountain 
road Ray swe:ved hie truck into 
the bank. The wheels struck a 
ledge of rock and the truck was 
thrown through the air, partly 
tearing the top off the touring 
ear. The truck turned over and 
Ray was pinned beneath it.

Canyon rushed to Ray’s assistance 
and managed. to pull him out from 
urderneath the truck. It was first 
believed that Ray had sustained a 
broken neck, but the neck was 
only badly strained. The truck 
was wrecked beyond repair and 
tore away a part of the fence 
around the yard of a mountain;

Three Notes in Pockets 

In Stedbury’s pockets were found 
three notes, all unsigned, but bar- 
ing the reason for his act. He 
was stricken with despondency be- 
cause of family troubles, he wrote, 
and said that once before he had 
attempted suicide by drinking pois- 
on, but failed. Stedbury’s notes 
bared the thoughts of his troubled 
mind. “He did not wish any pub- 
licity, he said, nor did he wish 
that: his identity should become 
known, stating that his hofme was 
far away and that he had come 
out into the desert to die. 

In his clothes were found $171 
in cash, which Stedbury asked be 
used to pay his funeral expenses. 
All marks of identification had 
been carefully cut off his clothing 
and the notes were unsigned. The 
bank book alone served as the 
clew that established the suicide’s 
identity. 

Body Found at Daybreak 

Stedbury’s body was discovered 
by the crew of a Santa Fe train 
at daybreak. It was swinging 
from the pole, a limp, grewsome 
figure—the body of a man who 
had tired of life. The crew called 
Deputy Sheriff Ed Harris of Bar- 
stow, who cut down the body and 
called Coroner Hanna. 

Coroner Hanna will communi- 
-cate.with relatives of the suicide 
in Georgetown and, it is probable, 
his body will be forwarded to that

The report of the board, fix- 
ing what it considers a fair 
and equitable valuation of all 
property within the site, was 
filed in the Superior Court 
and, on stipulation by attor- 
neys representing the property 
owners and Deputy District 
Attorney C. O. Thompson ap- 
pearing for the county, was 
accepted as a decree of judg- 





























ment in all condemnation 
suits, excepting the Bueher 
enne. 


Gerner Not Included : 
The appraising of the prop- 
erty at $71,550 means that lit- 
erally the county must acquire 
out of its own pocket the Bu- 
cher property at the northeast 
corner of Third street and Ar- 
rowhead avenue, which is in- 
cluded in the site. The $75,000 
fund subscribed by the syndi- 
cate of San. Bernardino busi- 
ness men for the purchase 
the site is exhausted, $4800 
having been expended in buy- 
ing the Walton property. 
There is, however, between 
$7500 and $10,000 salvage in 
the residences on the property 
purchased at the figures nam- 
ed in the board’s award. This 
will be applied to the purchase 
price of the Bucher_property, 
the value of which will be fix- 
ed by a jury in a condemna- 
tion proceeding, now pending. 
Thinks Figures High 
Chairman A. G. Kendall, of 
the Board of Supervisors, ex- 
pressed himself as not entirely 
satisfied with the board’s 
award. The supervisors had 
been told himself and Mr. 
Kendall himself believed that 
the site could be purchased for 
the $75,000 subseribed by the 
syndicate. 
“<T think the board’s figures 
are a little high,’’ said Mr. 
Kendall, ‘‘particularly in view 
of other valuations that we 
have had fixed on the prop- 
erty. I think a year ago the 
property could have been pur- 
chased at considerably less.’’ 
On the other hand, some of 
property owners were dis- 


satisfied with the board’s 
award, particularly Fred Bo- 
senberg, who had asked $10,- 
000 for his property and re- 
ceived $7250: R. Sellas, against 
whom the first condemnation 
suit had been directed, asked 
1$8,550 for his property and re- 
ceived $7250—the same figure.

(Woman’s Home Companion) 

The commuter has long been fair game for 
funny men. You know the jokes about him: 
how he gulps his coffee and gallops for the 
seven-fifteen; how he plods home laden with 
groceries and seeds and other grotesque pack- 
ages; how he and his wife, bent on catching 
the last local, have to leave the theatre just 
before the villain is thwarted; how in a dizzy 
round of clubs and dances and dinner parties 
they strive to ape the lofty manners of the 
city and still preserve the hearty customs of 
the countryside. 

Comedy characters, are Mr. and Mrs. Sub- 
urbanite. But they are coming into their 
own as contenders for high honor in the All-

The suburbs are ‘‘the 
most promising aspect of urban civilization 

the city trying to escape the conse- 
quences of being a city urban society 
trying to eat its cake and have it too.”’ 

Your suburbanite craves not only a plot of 
garden and the song of birds but also the 
chance to hear good concerts and see good 
shows. He wants privacy and independence 
and also the stimulus and rewards of the 
metropolis. He achieves more diversity and 
at the same time greater simplicity than the 
urban dweller. He is a more rounded indi- 
vidual. The rise of the suburbs is proof of 
our determination to enrich our lives. If we 
must crowd into cities to earn our bread, we 
ean—thanks to modern transportation—bring 
up our children in*the open. And in another 
generation more and more of them may learn 
how to locate their work as well as their leis- 
ure outside the city limits. The hope of bet- 
ter cities lies not in growth, but in shrinkage, 
in decentralization. Pioneering in that direc- 
tion is being done, on a vast and successful 
scale, by the suburbanites.

Why Not More Oaks? 


(Santa Ana Register) 

We have been genuinely interested in news 
items appearing in the Register recently con- 
cerning the age of the fine oak trees growing 
in front of the Christian Science Church at 
Tenth and Main streets. The tree, it is prov- 
en, is now about 50 years old. Estimates of 
the age of the oldest oaks in the county park 
place it at from 500 to 1000 years, and, with 
surgery applied in recent years, it is certain 
that these oldest oaks will live to give joy to 
generations of Orange County yet unborn. 

Reading the report of the planting of the 
tiny oak by John Hickey, who brought the 
tree down from. the Santiago Canyon in a 
small tin can, we wonder that there are not 
more big oaks growing in the Santa Ana 
Valley. The oak, however, is a slow growing 
tree: - Our pioneers were like many of the 
subdivisionists of today; they wanted some- 
thing to make a quick growth and a quick 
showing. Oaks are slow-growing. 

Poplars, Monterey eypresses, and coast 
pines were among the early settler’s selec-, 
tions. The populars are a short-life tree, and 
by the time it is 40 years old it begins to rot 
at the root and its limbs become brittle and 
likely to break off in storms. Cypresses and 
_pines, when growing in places where they 
have to fight for their lives, seem to live 
many decades longer than they do when they

So most of the poplars, cypresses, 
and pines planted by the earliest of the pio- 
neers have finished their spans of life; the 
oaks have just begun theirs.

Psychoanalyzing an Earthquake 
(Baltimore Sun) 

Two of Baltimore’s psychiatrists have set a 
new fashion in the study of earthquakes. Dr. 
Adolf Meyer and Dr- Nathaniel H. Brush 
were in Santa Barbara during the recent up- 
set and they observed with great care the 
phenomena which came along for attention. 
As a result, one of them reports that he ‘‘ was 
impressed by the calmness of his companions 
and by general interest rather than fear.’’ 
The two, in their joint_telegram, comment on 
the way people behaved. Everybody talked 
about his own experiences. Admirable order 
prevailed. Just after the first and severest 
shock, ‘‘everybody seems ready for sensible 
action, notwithstanding frequent milder 
shocks.’’ 

One doubt whether an earthquake ever re- 
ceived less flattering attention. Here were 
two Baltimoreans who might have been thrill- 
ed by the phenomenon so far foreign to their 
experience. They had a chance to store away 
anecdotes of strangely acting furniture, fear- 
some rumblings and terrific shakings, crash- 
ing walls and ascending clouds of dust. In- 
stead, they chose to study themselves and 
their neighbors. ‘‘Something is happening,”’ 
said they. ‘‘It seems very interesting. Let’s 
go out and see how people are behaving.’’ 

A mere earthquake has no chance with men 
like that. In the first place they refuse to 
be frightened by it. In the second place they 
relegate it to the position of a bit of labora- 
tory equipment designed to provide tests by 
which they can acquire psychiatric informa- 
tion. And one is not inclined to dispute with 
them. It has been held for many centuries 
that the proper study of mankind is man, 
and these two scientists continued that study 
even while they themselves were subjects of 
the experiment:

boyhood is a plow horse, and he 
was a big one.” I-knew he was be- 
cause I fell off of him. After- 
wards I got better acquainféd with 
horses as a farm boy but I went 
away to college and university and 
then I sat in a professor’s easy 
-chair instead of a saddle, and so 
for a dozen years lost association 
with horses. I came then to an 
old-fashioned California ranch, the 
day when I climbed him aloft to 
a precarious seat, gathered the 
reins into my hands, and started 
my first big team. 

I shall never be a real skinner, 
I take off my hat to many a Mexi- 
can or naitve son, but through 
years on the ranch I traded off 
some of my culture for a little 
horse sense, and through years of 
painful trying, I acquired the ex- 
perience and I learned how to skin 
a big team. By a “team’’ I mean 
getting eight, ten or a dozen to- 
gether, each one in the place 
where he would pull best, each 
one willing to s mate his pet- 
ty peculiarities of personality to 
the one purpose, the team werk, 
and that is a type worth while. 
Horses came,-a@tid went for me as 
I was building my first big team. 
Some of, them fitted, and still oth- 
ers had to be traded off, and fi- 
nally my team was complete, the 
ul of every one of them known 
6 me, for horses, like men, have 
distinct personalities, and you can- 
“not tell by the name given to a 
horse or a man when he is a colt 
what sort of a creature he will be 
when he grows up.. So.I afways 
renamed my horses after I got 
acquainted with them. If you will 
recall your Shakespeare as I un- 
derstand my team, you should un- 
derstand them, First there was 
Cleopatra and Mark Antony, Cleo 


‘ yamped everyone on the road, and 


if she got to rub noses she would 
squeal all the way down the road. 
It took me longest to find my 
leaders, of course, for they are 
born, not made, and I did not 
know how to look for them. Fi- 
“mally I acquired two little blacks. 
We guessed them at twelve hun- 
dred apiece, for they never. were 
still long enough: to balance the 
scale, But hook them at the end 
of a plow chain, and some ten or 
twelve strung out behind, and all 
that day that chain stayed taut 
as a fiddle string and even at five 
o'clock in the evening “when we 


















altogether in the keeping of two 
hair-trigger horses, dependent upon 
their snap and firé’ and go, and 
thinking of that, } pray_for vision 
and patience to help train this 
abounding young energy into. lead- 
ers of men. : 

In my completed teams were two 
dappled grays, Brutus and Prince 
Wat. They weighed only four- 
teen hundred pounds, but I never 
asked anything of them they did 
not do for me. One day we 
came upon a teamster stuck with 
horses in a river bottom. He ask- 
ed me to help him out. We un- 
hooked this grays, I unhooked Bru- 
tus and Hal, and with set mus- 
cles heaved together a minute, 
they walked the load out onto 
the hard highway. He turned. af- 
ter looking at me a minute, and 
said, “How much will you take 
for that team?” I was feeling a 
bit cocky then, and in what must 
have been a grandiloquent turn, 
I said, ‘My friend, if your wagon 
was loaded with gold, instead of 
sand, you would not have money 
enough to buy that team.” And I 
meant it. Sometimes we feel to- 
ward friends as | felt toward those 
horses, and i have never found 
any other ‘ike them, and I have 
learned in life that one can only 
count on a proportion of real help- 
ers. Two out of a hundred, those 
who are always true, no matter 
how others yuit, they hang on 
until the rest can be shamed into 
pulling beside them. God can 
give to each man eniy about two 
such friends. I would like to lin- 
ger with this perfect team for 
all the rest of mine were just 
frail human ones. One of them I 
called) Romeo.because he was a 
dreamer and wanted to roam all 
over the oad instead of going 
where he should. One I called 
Cassius because of his lean and 
hungry look. Another boy want- 
ed to call him Napoleon because 
he was the bony part ofthe team. 
I bought Cassius for a leader, but 
{ found he inherited a trait that 
When he came to a high hill he 
would not pull, so I slipped his 
position back where I could reach 
him. It is a poor leader who 
thinks of himself alone and who 
leaves the pulling for the rest of 
the committee to do. Then I ac- 
quired two fine blacks, and when 
1 tell you they were named Othello 
and Hamlet you. will understand it 
took some urging to rouse them 
to action, but when aroused into 
action they tore out wagon ton- 
gues by the roots if they did not 
move; and then I acquired two 
more huge dapple grays, one of 
them, Macbeth, ‘he was called, be- 
cause he was extremely ambitious 
and always ready to go, but I 
found that when some supreme 
test came, Mac hadn't the moral 
grit to go at it and we had to slip 
him back along the chain. And 
then, across the pole from him, Sir 
Don. Falstaff, Jack for short. A 
great horse, tremendous chest, 
huge muscles that knotted and 
slipped and gripped under a satin 
skin, I never drove these two 
through town but people turned 
and looked. at them, but Jack 
made me backslide more often 
than all the other horses I ever 
droye. Out on the highway on 
parade he was glorious but when 
the time came and his energy was 
needed, I found he had a yellow 
streak. I did everything I could 
to get it out of him; my wife told 
me I ought to love him, so I loved 
nim and loved him but that yel- 
low grew wider and wider but 
finally he went and stayed under 
one condition, that his blinder was 
adjusted so he could see me sit- 
ting on the seat with a chain in 
my hand which I could rattle and 
swing. 

So, my team was complete, a 
very imperfect one you say, yes, 
only two ideal horses, two that 
‘could be depended upon under all 
circumstances, my leaders had fire 


stay, so it was~necessary for you 
to keep in motion all the way 
across the river and yet save 
enough strength for the climb up 
the bank on the other -side. We 
stopped to blow a moment before 
entering the water and along 
came a neighbor walking and 
wanted to ride across. He was 
the last man on earth I wanted 
to see because he was a _ con- 
firmed pessimist, and the “How 
much you got on—oh, no, you will 
never get across,” kind of a man. 
And that is the way it is all thru 
life, you never take on anything 
big but along comes Mr. Pessi- 
mist and says: “Oh, you cannot 
do it, you are a fool to try it.” 

Down we went into the water, 
eased across foot by foot; saving 
our strength for the climb up the 
banks, the leaders were just 
scrambling out of the water, I 
was calling on them for their 
best, when snap—and snap—and 
the leaders’ singletree flew off. 
Then, “I told you so, you nev-r 
will get out of here.’ Down I 
went into the water, waded to 
the leaders, wired on the clip 
again, then back slowly, lifting a 
collar here, bolstering our courage 
as I could for the test, and then, 
*“T told you so, you were a fool.” 
“Yes,” I thought to myself, “I 
was a fool or I would have kicked 
you down into the water instead 
of going there myself’’. but I 
growled to him, “Now, you keep 
your mouth shut for a moment, 
will you?” and then I gathered 
up the lines until I could feel 
the mouth of every horse, gave 
a little twitch to one that had 
tangled and then in a big voice, 
I_ shouted, “Now, down to it,” all 
along the chain they pressed in- 
to the collars. Out in front, Hot- 
spur and Juilet are galloping, 
the strong Brutus and Hal are 
lifting not with their bodies a- 
lone, but with their very souls, 
Romeo and Cassius heave next 
until their bodies touch the very 
water, the great giants behind 
are alive to the task, but still no 
movement of the wagon. It must 
be at once or never. The whip 
“Boys, down to it,’ and then a 
little quiver to the wagon, an 
inch is gained, a foot, but now 
a horse is down on his knees but 
his straining muscles hold them 
until he is up again, and alto- 
gether, with knees_ trembling, 
foot by foot, out of the water, 
up the bank onto the level road, 
rest. And then I get down and 
go along to thank my friends. 
“Oh, Jack, oh, Jack, thy sins are 
forgiven; Othello, you old son 
of Satan, I loye you.” a little 
chuck under Cassius’ chin, a 
wise old son, he knows; and then 
my arms around the neck of 
Prince Hal; and then on past 
Hotspur, knees trembling, sides 
heaving as he stands, but head up 
and I was full of fire unquenched 
and unquenchable; and so on, 
past every horse, and up to my 
seat to behold Friend Pessimism 
had climbed down on the other 
side and gone on to ride with 
someone else. He that hath an 
ear, let him hear. the parable of 
the horses. 

I have offered you this story be- 
eause it seems to me to illustrate 
exactly the type of work that Ro- 
tary is called. to do. Rotary comes 
into any community and finds 
there the same types of people I 
had of horses, and sometimes a 
few mules thrown in for good 
measure. Rotary takes you and 
me, finds out where we can work 
best, fills us with the spirit of 
service and a new Rotary Club 
is born. Now, if I understand the 
aims and methods of Rotary the 
business of this new club is not 


to blaze out some new and spec- 


tacular field of service in the com- 
munity, but it is rather to find 
the latent potential forces there, 
to rouse the indifferent, guide the 
energetic, shame the bluffer, put 
the fear of God in the lazy and 
‘the slacker, help organize and in- 
spire a united efficient communi- 


train it to accomplish the impos 
sible, 

But, alas, the world is full of 
organizations that have not yet 
learned this lesson. No organiza- 
tion is in itself an end, it is only 
a means. You and I hustle out’ 
to get members for our pet soci- 
ety and think we have succeeded 
when we havea roster of names. 
Four hundred out to our Sunday 
School last week; ’steen members 
in our lodge; one hundred per 
cent attendance at Rotary all last 
month. Men those are not loads, 
they are only teams. What sort 
of loads are we to set those 
members to hauling? That is the 
test of any organiaztion. If Rotary. 
with its high ideal of service, is 
to endure and deserves to endure, 
it must find big loads to haul. 

Now, we are doing a thousand 
kinds, or attempting a thousand 
kinds. of service in our different 
clubs. Every one of those loads 
which Rotary is helping haul to- 
day is contributing to and has 
as its final purpose that su- 
preme object of Rotary Interna- 
tional—the advanceemnt of un- 
derstanding, good will and inter- 
national peace. It seems to me 
that the nations of the world are 
beginning to awaken to the folly 
of trying to work in single har- 
ness. The strange anomaly of the 
ages has been the idea that not 
only must one nation not help 
another with its load, but that 
somehow its own progress de- 
pended upon tearing up the high 
way and wrecking the resources 
of every other. 

I am not a pacifist, I do not 
believe we can send a ship sailing 
around the world with a white 
flag flying and all war will mi- 
raculously cease. I believe this, 
that Rotary is in such strategical 
position today it can help forward 
tremendously the advancement of 
international peace if we are will 
ing to make the effort to do it, 
because of this fact; war has be 
come today a financial and a busi 
ness proposition. It was the bus 
iness organiation that equipped 
and financed the allied forces that 
made victory possible in 1918, and 
then for six years the politicians 
and diplomats of Europe wrestled 
with the solution of after-war 
problems, wrestled with them 
while Europe was gripped more 
and more by chaos, until in de- 
spair they summoned three Amer 
ican business men and in a few 
months Dawes and Robinson and 
Young, by the application of busi- 
ness methods instead of politics, 
brought the first hope toward san- 
ity and safety since 1914. 

Now, if the business men only 
can finance and equip a modern 
war, if business men only can 
solve the problems which follow 
war, then it follows inevitably 
that upon the attitude of the bus- 
iness men of the world depends 
the future for peace, and I am 
saying this honestly, I believe! 
that Rotary with its unequivocal 
hold upon the business men of 
America and other nations, I be- 
lieve if we are willing to make 
the effort to do it, we can deter-| 
mine that attitude. 

We are going home from this 
conference, I know, determined to 
be better teams, to be better men, 
leaders of the teams which we 
have in our assistants and employ 
ees, we are going home | know to 
try to stir up our clubs into more| 
efficient community builders, and 
I hope we are going home deter- 
mined that we shall somehow 
link up International Rotary even 
more efficiently than it has ever 
been before, this organization that 
I believe under God is supremely 
fitted for this sixth object for 
which I think it is finally created. 
“The advancement of internation- 
al peace.”

the Pacific Coast Oil Company, 
became the Standard Oil Company 
in 1906. He told of the company 
now having refineries. at Rich- 
mond, El Segundo and Bakers- 
field, recited how the company’s 
daily production is 160,000 bar- 
rels of crude oil, which is trans- 


ported to the various refineries ing, 


through 1,300 miles of pipe lines. 

Included in the equipment of 
the company; according to Mr. 
Studley; are 1,500 tank cars, five 
launches, 2,000 tank trucks, 1,400 
passenger carrying motor cars, 52 
tractors and 60 trailers. The sales 
department of the company alone 
gives employment to more than 


12,000 men. 


The speaker said that the home 
office is at San Francisco, under 
which are numerous sub-stations 
or distributing centers such as the 
Ontario plant. By way of refut- 
ing the popular belief that cor- 
porations have “no heart,” Mr. 
Studley told ‘how the Standard 
looks to the welfare and comfort 
of its employees, even establish- 
ing in some instances schools for 
the children of workmen and san- 
itoriums for the sick. He told 
how for each dollar invested by 
employees in the stock of the com- 
pany it adds half that amount and 
pays its employees dividends. Men 
who have worked for the Standard 
for 35 years may retire and draw 
60 per cent of the salary they 
received during hteir last two 
years of service, he said. Em- 
ployees are selected from men 
between the ages of 21 and 40 
years of age and must have had 
at least a high school education. 

Charles M. Gunn of San Fran- 
cisco, a luncheon visitor, who 
stopped here en route to his north- 
ern home, gave a brief resume of 
the recent convention of Rotary 
International at Cleveland.

ciduous pests in Southland orch- 
ards, following a meeting of 
state horticultural commission- 
ers, inspectors, growers, cannery 
officialg and others at the of- 
fices of the Ontario plant of the 
California Cooperative Canneries. 

The meeting was called to per- 
mit growers and packers to dis- 
cuss with horticultural commis- 
sioners the importance of closer 
inspection of orchards with a 
view to raising better fruit, prin- 
cipally peaches. It was pointed 
out that organized, the growers 
would be in a position to present 
their problems to the county sup- 
ervisors and urge that they be 
given financial assistance in com- 
batting orchard pests. 

Heavy losses sustained by 
peach. growers and canners of 
the Ontario district this season 
due to infestation of twig borer 
and peach moth in orchards, due 
to careless spraying or an entire 
lack of spraying, might easily. 
have been prevented if the in-

Bince it is the season of light

But there are some rarely 
lovely models in black, for those 
who know its value to themselves 
and to the costume, There is 
nothing of heaviness in these hats, 
for the straw or the fabric is so 
sheer as to be extremely light in 
its appearance.

Indicative of the simplicity that 
characterizes these hats, we have 
the model of straw with felt—the 
crown of the former, the brim and 
band of the latter.

A single gorgeous flower is quite 
sufficient for the ornamentation of 
this mode] that droops rather more 
than the average “picture” hat.

The 
flare, however, is not a thing of 
abruptness, but decidely modified, 
for it must be the latter to be gen- 
erally acceptable, and no designer 
is oblivious to the fact that the suc- 
cess of her designing depends upon 
its general usefulness. 

It is, in general, a more feminine 
silhouette than we have had for 
several seasons, and unadorned 
severity seems out of the running, 
for a time. It has been found

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Augment Health Work 


Improved health conditions 
throughout the West End were be- 
lieved assured today with the ar- 
rival of Miss Ruth W. Hay, pub- 
lic health nurse of wide exper- 
ience, who will devote the major 
portion of her time to health edu- 
cation work throughout the Chaf- 
fey High School district, particu- 
larly in the outlying communities. 

City health authorities in the 
past have been considerably ham- 
pered by inability to carry their 
work and enforce health regula- 
tions beyond the municipal limits 
and as many pupils attending 
Chaffey High come from the out- 
lying communities, the problem 
has become a difficult one. The 
advent of the new nurse will, it 
is believed, go a long way toward 
solving the problem. 

Under the provisions of a re 
cent act of the State Legislature, 
Miss Hay’s work will be under 
the auspices of the State Bureau 
of Child Hygiene, which will pay 
half her salary. The remaining 
half will be met by the Chaffey 
Community, the Ontario city coun- 
cil already having voted an ap- 
propriation toward the necessary 
amount. 


Miss Hay was today with Miss 
Amy McNall, city school nurse, 
who has just returned from a 
vacation trip to the east, and is 
getting acquainted with the com- 
munity. Miss Hay’s work will be 
in large measure among children 
of pre-school age. ‘ 

The new nurse was secured 
largely through the activities of 
the Ontario health committee num- 
bering Dr. Calvert L. Emmons, 
Mrs. Isaac Jones and C. W. Ran- 
dall, city superintendent of schools, 
who cooperated in the move with 
Mrs. Geoffrey J. Fleming, head of 
the hygiene and nursing depart- 
ment at Chaffey High School, 
which is under the auspices of 
the Red Cross and the Chaffey 
authorities. 

It is the hope of those interest- 
ed to establish health centers in 
all of the communities of the 
Chaffey district. In her work, 
Miss Hay will cooperate with the 
health centers already established 
in Ontario and Upland. 





Arrow Maker Talks 

W. J. Compton, of 805 South
